Somalia fears 
Soviet threat 

NAIROBI, Oct; 18 (AFP) - A new 
agreement signed between the Soviet Union 
and Ethiopia during EthWpl&n Head of Stale 
Men gist u Ha3e Mariam's recent visit to Mos- 
cow would force Somalia to reconsider its 
relations with the Soviets, according to Radio 
Mogadishu monitored here Monday. 

Quoting an official statement by the Somali 
Information and National Guidance Minis- 
tiy, the radio said that the agreement "was 
directly linked to Mengistu' s so-called Ethio- 
pian revolution declaration that will treble 
the military power of the Ethiopian armed 
forces." The accord "merely formalizes 
Mengistu' s prior agreement with Moscow for 
additional modem arms for endangering the 
security of the people of the Horn of Africa,” 
the statement said. 

It added that Somalia was fu ]| v aware that 
the delivery of fresh arms to Ethiopia by the 
Soviet Union "was openly directed to imple- 
ment Soviet strategic designs in the 
strategically- important Horn of Africa region 
and to create further misunderstandings bet- 
ween Somalia and ber neighbors, particularly 
after the recent invasion of Somali territory.”

PEKING. Oct. IS (API - Pakistani Presi- 
dent Muhammad Zia UJ- Haq and Chinese 
Premier Zhao Ziyang opened their first 
round of talks Monday on Afghanistan and 
other international and bilateral affairs. 

Zia arrived Sunday night on an official 
visit, his third here. His talks are expected to 
focus on the Afghanistan problem. 

Zia also was expected to ask about the 
current consultations between Commun st 
China and the Soviet Union and about tie 
possible normalization of relations between 
China and India and repons that China will 
make a new offer to India in the next round of 
talks. 

Earlier Monday. Zia placed a wrearh at the 
monument to the people's heroes and paid 
respects ai the mausoleum of the late Com- 
munist Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 

Talks planned 
with Indira 

NEW DELHL Oct 18 (AP) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia Ul-Haq, will meet 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and other 
Indian leaders here Nov.l during a stopover 
of several hours tin his way to Southeast Asia . 
the I ndian government announced Monday. 

Zia’s stopover will mark the first visit in a 
decade of a Pakistan government chief to 
neighboring India — since Zia’s predecessor, 
die late Prune Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, 
attended the July, 1972. peace conference at 
Simla, north of New Delhi, mending relations 
after the 1971 India-Paltistan war. 

A government spokesman said Mrs. Gan- 
dhi would host lunch for Zia and discuss 
major bilateral and regional issues with him. 
These could indude the Soviet military presr 
ence in Afghanistan and current Indian and 
Pakistani efforts to improve relations by con- 
dudinga no-war pact, or treaty of friendship. 

• • The fact that Zia will stopover, in New 
Delhi “is a sign of the high degree of nor- 
malcy in Indo-Paldstan relations.” the 
spokesman said. Asked which side took the 
initiative in arranging the brief Indo-Pakistan 
summit, he replied that the two governments 
bad been in touch for soine time about Zia 
making a stopover and "it is felt that this 
would be a good opportunity." 

A report from Islamabad, said Zia would be 
able to brief.Mrs. Gandhi on his current visit 
to China and North Korea. From New Delhi 
he is scheduled to visit Malaysia. Singapore 
and Indonesia. Zia’s Southeast Asia tour is to 
be followed by talks with U.S. leaders in 
Washington. 

LDP unable to find 
Suzuki successor 

TOKYO, Oct. 18 (R) — Japan remained 
in a political vacuum Monday withthe cabinet 
unable to act until the ruling Liberal Democ- 
ratic Party (LDP) finds a successor to its 
leader. Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki. 

Party leaders met but again failed to agree 
on a replacement for Suzuki who unexpec- 
tedly resigned his two posts Tuesday. Last 
Saturday, four cabinet ministers registered as 
candidates for the LDP presidential election 
Nov. 23, but were ordered not lo start cam- 
paigning for a week to give party leaders 
more time to negdtiate a way out of the suc- 
cession crisis. 

Suzuki* s resignation has led lo the cancella- 
tion of scheduled visits here next week by 
Malaysian Prime Minister Datuk Seri 
Mahathir Muhammad and Venezuelan Fore- 
ign Minister Alberto Zambrano. It has also 
delayed cabinet approval and parliamentary 
endorsement of a supplementary budget for 
the financial year ending next March.

GCC interior ministers 
to set up security center

RIYADH. Oct. 18 I API — Interior . 
ministers from the Gulf Cooperation Coun- 
cil (GCC) Monday endorsed recommenda- 
tions presented by an expert panel set up to 
discuss the establishment of a security 
information center. 

A communique issued at the end of a 
two-day meeting said the ministers deckled 
to entrust the council's general secretariat 
with taking the necessary steps to imple- 
ment the recommendations. The communi- 
que added that discussions covered the 
proposed joint security agreement among 
member stales. 

’’ After an in-depth study and exchange of 
views, the ministers agreed to hold further 
contacts to finalize the agreement.” it said. 

The communique said the ministers 
endorsed remarks made by a special com- 
mittee dealing with passports, immigration 
and labor affairs and empowered the coun- 
cil's general secretariat to complete studies 
on certain recommendations." Following 
the meeting. Interior Minister Prince Naif 
described the deliberations as "positive” 


and thanked the participants' efforts to 
ensure the success of the meeting. He said 
the council made big strides at all levels in a 
very short period. 

The initialing of a proposed joint security 
agreement has been postponed due to some 
remarks made during the discussions. We 
h:lve agreed that some chapters need to be 
completed, he said. Prince Naif hoped that 
the agreement would be concluded soon. 

. Prince Naif said that certain decisions had 
been taken with regard to the standardiza- 
tion of the shape of GCC governments’ 
passports although the contents would be 
left to the discretion of each individual gov- 
ernment. 

He said the final joint security pact would 
be more comprehensive than the bilateral 
ones that the Kingdom has already signed 
with Qatar. Bahrain. UAE and Oman and 
he hoped that outstanding handicaps pre- 
venting the signing of the pact would be 
soon overcome. The question of extraditing 
criminals was a major clause in the prop- 
osed agreement, he added.

Media charter declared 


RIYADH, Oct. 18 (SPA) - Saudi 
Arabia's official information policy is 
inspired by and made to serve Islam and the 
Sharia (Quranic law and the Holy Prophet's 
tradition), according to a charter adopted by 
the Council of Ministers and ratified Monday 
by King Fahd. Saudi information will primar- 
ily work for Arab unity, solidarity and coop- 
eration. 

According to the guidelines in the informa- 
tion charter, the mass media in Saudi Arabia 
oppose all destructive- trends, atheistic ten- 
dencies, materialistic philosophies and 
attempts to divert Muslims from their faith. 
Freedom of expression is guaranteed within 
the framework of Islamic and national objec- 
tives and values. 

Facts should be presented to the public 
objectively, without exaggeration or polem- 
ics. Likewise, pressmen should observe their 
code of ethics, work with honor and slay away 
from whatever may sow dissension or create 
hatred and spite. 

The Saudi information's foreign policy 
adopts a humane attitude and fully respects 
the right of man to live in freedom on his 
national soil. It denounces every assault of 
whatever kind on the rights of peoples and 
individuals and combats expansionist 
designs. It also promotes right and justice, 
champions the cause of peace and stands 
against injustice and racial discrimination. 

Other guidelines include the promotion of 
the idea of obedience to God, His Messenger, 
parents and guardians and the preservation 
of the established order. The media will also 
work to push forward the wheel of develop- 
ment by cooperating with specialized institu- 
tions in this field. 


Saudi mass media will protect the higher 
interests of Arabs and Muslims, in general, 
and the country's nationals in particular, 
backing facts with documentary evidence and 
reliable references. They will highlight, at 
home and abroad, Saudi Arabia's unique and 
characteristic personality and show that the 
security and stability enjoyed by the coun- 
try's citizens have no other reason but the 
adoption of Islam and Sharia as the King- 
dom's sole constitution. Equally highlighted 
will be i!|p burden willingly shouldered by 
Saudi Arabia as the custodian and servant of 
the Islamic shrines. 

The state information policy also aims at 
acquainting Saudis with their country and 
then brothers who live in this vast iaeri, to 
inject in them a sense of cohesion and integ- 
ration. Programs will have to be based on 
scientific and well-studied principles pre- 
sented by specialists. 

While recognizing that women are men's 
sisters, the media will observe in their prog- 
rams the nature of women and the role she is 
called to play in society Without that role 
conflicting with such nature. Special atten- 
tion will also be devoted to the youths, espe- 
cially during the precarious teenage period. 
Their problems will be dealt with in a way as 
to avoid their deviation from the right path. 

The press, radio and television will also lay 
stress on the Kingdom's rich heritage and, in 
cooperation, with educational and social 
institutions, promote the use of correct and 
pure literary Arabic language. Plays will have 
to be presented in literary Arabic and gradu- 
ally popular programs will also be conducted 
in literary Arabic. Special care will be taken 
of the eradication of illiteracy and the teach- 
ing of Arabic to non- Arabic speaking people. 


Nobel science prizes awarded 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 1 8 ( R.) — An Ameri- 
can physicist and a South African-biuehemist 
from Cambridge University. England, won 
the 1982 Nobel physics and chemistry prizes 
Monday for advancing understanding of 
inorganic and living matter. 

Professor Kenneth Wilson of Cornell Uni- 
versity. New York state, took the 1.15 million 
crown (S 200.000) physics prize for produc- 
ing a mathematical description of the way 
matter changes under different conditions. 

The chemistery prize, worth the same 
amount, went to Dr. Aaron Klugofthc medi- 
cal research council molecular biology 
laboratory in Cambridge for developing a 
technique of obtaining three-dimensional 
piciures of the molecular components of life. 

Both awards recognize highly technical 
research of mainly academic significance. But 
Professor Wilson’s work has applications for 
the electronics industry, which uses some of 
the materials he analyzed, while Dr. K lug’s 


work has advanced understanding of the 
nature of cancer. 

Professor Wilson is the 51st American- 
based scientist to win a Nobel physics award 
since the prizes were first given in 1901. 
Altogether 121 prizes bave been awarded. 

Professor Wilson. 46. told Reuters at his 
home in Ithaca, New York state, Monday he 
was "very amazed and very delighted” at 
winning the prize. 

The Royal Swedish Academy of Sciences 
said in its citation that he won the prize for 
" his theory for critical phenomena in connec- 
tion with phase transitions.” 

Academics said he had studied the way in 
which crystalline matter changes when sub- 
ject to different temperatures as when heated 
liquids turn to gases and heated matals melt. 

Buz his research ranges over other fields of 
physics, including discoveries in the esoteric 
world of quarks, the objects thought to be the 
building blocks of atomic nuclei. 


Call to makeS.E. Asia zone of peace 


SUVA. Fiji, Oct. 18 (AFP) — A zone of 
peace, freedom and neutrality in Southeast 
Asia was demanded Monday by 1 7 Com- 
monwealth heads of government from the 
Asia-Pacific region in their final communi- 
que. 

With Cambodia dominating international 
political discussions, officials described the 
communique as a friendly compromise on 
this issue. Expressing unanimous alarm about 
the declining world economy, aggravated by 
tariff protectionism and international monet- 
ary tangles, the 17 nations supported new dis 
cussions on these problems at the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 
ministerial meeting in Geneva next month. 

But the heads of government “expressed 
grave concern at the persistence of foreign 
military intervention and interference in 
Kampuchea which has aggravated tension 
and instability in South East Asia.” 

The Commonwealth leaders expressed 
alarm over the increasing build-up of the 
great power military presence in the area and 
gave their backing to United Nations plans 
for a conference on the Indian Ocean. 


“They called upon the great powers to take 
immediate action to reduce tension in the 
Indian Ocean area and urged all concerned to 
work toward the convening of the confer- 
ence. as agreed in Colombo, Sri Lanka, with- 
out further delay,” the communique said. 

On the Middle East, the communique sup- 
ported “the legitimate and inalienable rights 
of the Palestinian people, including their 
right to a homeland” and condemned Israel 
for its invasion of Lebanon. 

• The communique deplored the failure of 
the United States to ratify and sign the com- 
prehensive convention on the Law of the Sea. 
The communique expressed anxiety over 
nuclear tests in the South Pacific and strongly 
condemned France's continued test program. 
They expressed anxiety over the South 
Pacific becoming an Internationa] dumping 
ground for nuclear waste. 

The 17 countries attending the meeting 
were Australia, Bangladesh, Fiji. India. 
Kirabati. Malaysia, Maldives (the newest 
member). Nauru, New Zealand, Papua New 
Guinea, Singapore. Solomon Islands. Sri 
Lanka. Tonga. Tuvalu. Western Samoa and 
Vanuatu. 


Urges Palestinian state 

Alien troops must 
quit, Gemayel says 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 1 8 ( R) — Pres- 
ident Amin Gemayel of Lebanon called 
Monday for the immediate, unconditional 
withdrawal of all foreign forces from his 
nation and said the people of the Middle East 
were ready for peace. 

In an emotional address to the United 
Nations General Assembly, he also appealed 
for international aid to enable Lebanon to 
regain real independence and rebuild its 
economy. After eight years of conflict. Leba- 
non is estimated by U.N. officials to need 
about S15 billion for reconstruction. 

Gemayel. who arrived in the United States 
Sunday for a four-day visit which will include 
talks in Washington Tuesday with President 
Reagan, was also due to attend a meeting of 
the U.N. Security Council. This was called to 
consider renew al of the mandate of the U.N. 
peace force in South Lebanon. UNIFIL. 
which expires Tuesday. 

In his General Assembly address. Gemayel 
asserted that his country was on the verge of 
"a new chapter of hope.” 

As Lebanese wished to live in peace and 
freedom, so. he said, should the Palestinians 
live in peace, freedom and self-determination 
in their land of Palestine. He expressed the 
hope that Palestinians and Israelis, with the 
support of the world community, would reach 
a settlement that would allow them both to 
enjoy "the fullness of rights.” 

The 40-year-old president, speaking in 
English from behind a bullet-proof glass 
screen, referred to Lebanon's relations with 
Syria, which still maintains troops in his coun- 
try. These relations. Gemayel said, had 
always been close in the past and it was 
natural that they should develop strong rela- 
tions in the future, "in the context of inde- 
pendence, sovereignty and mutual respect.” 
-With this position, 1 call for the immedi- 
ate and unconditional withdrawal of all 
non-Lebanese forces from Lebanon. I call 


upon the world community to help Lebanon 
regain its real independence and rebuild its 


economy. 


"The war blurred many images" Gemayel 
continued. "We could not. for example, tell 
who was friend and who was foe. AH seemed 
to be bent on the destruction of our peaceful 
way of life."

The coun- 
cil. chaired by Crown Prince Abdullah also 
reviewed the new regulations to develop the 
villages and hamlets of the Kingdom and 
studied a report by Prince Miteb. minister of 
housing and public works and Ibrahim Ai 
Anqari, minister of labor and social welfare. 
The report was approved and a comprehen- 
sive development plan for the hinterland pas- 
sed. 

Other topics on the agenda included 
studies about further developments in the 
holy places outside Makkah. 


Begin disfavors peace bid 


TEL AVIV. Oct. 1 8 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin said Monday there was 
no need for new Middle East peace initiatives 
because there was no danger of another 
Arab-Israeli war. 

In a major policy speech in parliament. 
Begin again ruled out a state for the Palesti- 
nians in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, even if it were confederated with 
neighboring Jordan. Begin did not mention 
President Reagan's peace initiative, but his 
assessment conflicted with Reagan's view 
that the Middle East is in an explosive situa- 
tion which urgently needs now compromise 
ideas. 


“No danger of a conflagration between 
Israel and the Arabs is to be expected in the 
foreseeable future,’’ he said. “And the ques- 
tion therefore is; Why dismantle such a struc- 
ture of peace? Why create new conditions 
which would seem to invite bloodshed or 
war?’’ 

Begin said the peace treaty with Egypt had 
withstood the Lebanon war. Syria had 
learned in the Lebanon fighting that it could 
not defeat Israel, and “Jordan also does not 
have the strength and. to the best of our 
knowledge, does not have the intention to 
attack Israel." 


PLO man to join Arab team 


KUWAIT, Oct. 1 8 ( AP) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat dispatched Khaled AI-Hassan Mon- 
day to join a seven-member Arab delegation 
in Morocco, which is to present a joint Arab 
stand on the Middle East to the United States 
and the U.N. Security Council. 

The delegation, formed by the Arab sum- 
mit conference in Fez. Morocco last month, is 
tentatively scheduled to meet U.S. officials in 
Washington Oct. 22. The U.S. State Depart- 
ment has said any PLO representative in the 
Arab League delegation will not be welcome. 
Palestinian sources here said Arafat sent 
Hassan to Morocco after a lengthy meeting 
with him Sunday to discuss “the problems of 
including a PLO representative in the delega- 
tion and ways of overcoming these prob- 


lems.” 

Hassan. a member of the PLO executive 
committee, accompanied an Arab delegation 
beaded by Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-Faisal lo Washington to serve as a liaison 
between the ministers and the PLO. 

The sources said Arafat asked Hassan to 
keep him informed of the developments in 
the argument over the inclusion. of a PLO 
representative in the delegation. Meanwhile, 
efforts appeared to be underway to salvage 
the scheduled meeting between U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and the Arab League 
delegation which is to be headed by King 
Hassan. King Hassan sent his Foreign Minis- 
ter Muhammad Boucetta to Saudi Arabia 
Sunday for talks with Saudi officials. He left 
for home Monday after talks. 


Iran to pay U.S. share in IAEA 


LONDON. Oct. 1 8 (Agencies) — Iran has 
offered to make up U.S. contributions to tbe 
International Atomic Energy Agency (IAE- 
A), which Washington has said it will stop, 
the Iranian National News Agency IRNA 
said Monday. 

U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz said 
Saturday Washington would stop paying its 
contributions to the IAEA and withhold 
about $8.5 million owed to tbe United 
Nations agency because it had refused to 
accept Israel's credentials. Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani, speaker of tbe majlis (parlia- 
ment) in Tehran, said Iran would take on 
responsibility for the U.S. dues to prevent the 
United States imposing its policy. 

Rafsanjani, speaking at a reception for the 
North Korean assembly chairman, said the 
U.S. stand was" a great insult to the people of 
the world,” IRNA reported. He said the 


superpowers considered themselves guar- 
dians of the world, but if the nonaligned 
movement took these issues seriously, the 
superpowers would have to surrender. 

Meanwhile in Moscow, the Soviet Union 
denounced the United States Sunday for 
threatening to withdraw from the United 
Nations if Israel is expelled by the General 
Assembly. A commentary from the govern- 
ment news agency Tass claimed Washington 
was backing Israel in the U.N. dispute 
because Tel Aviv was working to impose 
America's “imperial designs” on the Middle 
East. “ Gross blackmail — that is how, and tri 
no other way, one can qualify the latest 
demarch of the United States toward the 
United Nations," Tass declared, in its first 
reaction to the warning issued Saturday by 
George Shultz. 


Opposition accepts Marcos challenge 


MANILA. Oct. 18 (AP) — A Filipino 
opposition coalition declared Monday it is 
ready to face President Ferdinand E. Marcos 
in an election battle in 1 984 or earlier but 
demanded election safeguards to prevent 
cheating. 

“We are prepared to fight... All we ask is a 
sporting chance." opposition assemblyman 
Salvador H. Laurel, president of the United 
Nationalist Democratic Organization 
(UNIDO), said in a press statement He sug- 
gested Marcos even advance the election to 
1983. UNIDO, comprising 12 political par- 
ties and groups, was reacting to a statement 


by Marcos last weekend that be is willing to 
cut short his six-year term — to end in 1987 
— and run in a new election provided the] 
opposition fields a candidate against him; 

Marcos, in power since 1 966. won a new 
term in a 1981 election boycotted by major, 
opposition parties which accused him of rig- 
ging it. Laurel demanded, as safeguards, the 
overhaul of the commission on elections 
(COMELEQ, accreditation ofUNIDO as a 
political party, purging of the voters’ list of 
“fictitious names,” repeal of block-voting, 
and equal media time space for UNIDO.

Jeddah, Riyadh police begin

JEDDAH, Oct. IS— Traffic patrol cars 
here are now equipped with some of the most 
advanced speed detecting equipment, Al - 
Madinah reported Monday. The device has a 
two kilometer range and is claimed to be as 
accurate as the most sophisticated Swiss 
watch. 

The cars belong to a special division of 
Jeddah’s traffic department run by Capt. All 
Ahmad AJ-Shamarani. They number 50 and 
patrol all of Jeddah's highways. They are par- 
ticularly active on the new and old Jeddah/ 
Makkah expressways, as well as Madinah 
road. 


Al-Mcsa 'eyyak reported Sunday night 
that the Riyadh Traffic Department is crack- 
ing down on irresponsible, unlicensed and 
underage drivers. 

Those driving without license spend three 
days in prison and pay SR300. They also 
write a commitment not to drive again with- 
out a license, before their release. For 
minors, their parents or guardians sign the 
commitment on their behalf. 

In the event of hot- rod ding or irrespons- 
ible driving, the offenders stay in the traffic 
prison for seven days and pay SR600, half for 
hot r adding and half for speed.

MAKKAH. Oct. IS (SPA) — Only six- 
cylinder. air-conditioned cars can be used as 
taxis in Saudi Arabia.' according to a new law 
approved by Prince Ahmed ibn Abdul Aziz, 
the deputy interior minister.

Netherlands arrests 
eighteen Pakistanis 


186 Turks face death penalty 


ANKARA, Oct. 18 (AFP) - A total of 
186 Revolutionary Path ( Dev- Yol) members 
face the death penalty in a trial which began 
here Monday of 574 persons from this 
extreme left group. 

The military prosecutor charged all 574 
defendants with “trying to overthrow the 
constitutional order through popular armed 
struggle to institute a Marxist-Leninist 
state.” 

It was the second major trial of an opposi- 
tion group since the military seized power in a 
coup Sept. 12, 1980, and the 20th against 
Dev- Yol. 

Only 418 of the defendants Monday were 
actually under arrest The remaining 156 
were either free or “still wanted". 

The military prosecutor charged them with 


414 violent acts from 1975-1981, including 
78 murders, the attempted murderof 75 per- 
sons, armed robberies and 233 assaults with 
explosives and guns. 

Fourteen months ago, the trial began of 
members of the Nationalist Action Party 
(NAP), in which 220 party’ officials, including 
leader Alpaslan Turkes, face the death pen- 
alty. Dev- Yol is one of ten factions 
descended from the Turkish Popular Libera- 
tion Party/ Front, which split up due to 
ideological differences over the Soviet 
Union. 

Dev- Yol was formed in 1975, with the 
credo that the Soviet Union, was “a social- 
imperialist power” seeking “not to streng- 
then the world revolutionary movement, but 
to maintain the existing balance of forces.”

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 18 (AFP) — A

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GCC SECURITY PACT 


. The GCC interior ministers have just concluded a meeting by 
endorsing recommendations presented by an expert panel to discuss 
the formation of a security information center and agreeing to con- 
tinue discussions about a joint security pact. 

Most member governments have already approved the proposed 
pact and most of them are already bound by bilateral security agree- 
ments. The joint one would have replaced all of them and governed 
the internal security requirements and interests of the whole council. 

There were a few reservations by at least one member which may 
have persuaded the ministers to relegate more time and discussion to 
the final- text. .In any case, the fact that the interior ministers have 
been meeting indicates, like the recent meeting pf the defense minis- 
ters, that the six member states are well aware of the urgency for 
coordinated security measures, and a pool of information to ward off 
possible subversion. 

Apart from the superpowers which have shown increasing interest 
in the region, Iran has exposed itself as a hostile neighbor and has 
gone to the extent of forming subversive cells with orders to kill, 
sabotage and stage a rebellion in Bahrain. Only the alertness of the 
authorities had nipped the threat in ibe bud and prevented a possible 
disaster. 

The states are so homogeneous that the GCC should have been 
brought into being immediately following the decolonization of the 
region. No more time should, therefore, be lost to make up for the 
inordinate delay in its creation. . 


POOR PRINCE ANDREW 


Prince Andrew is the son of Queen Elizabeth of Great Britain. He 
is 22, dashing, handsome and has an eye for the fair. Or so say the 
British papers, as if other young men of his age, normal health and 
behavior, do not. 

Perhaps it is only in comparison, or contrast, with his staid older 
brother. Crown Prince Charles, that he is singled out for feverish 
newspaper coverage as was the case when he took Miss Koo Stark to 
the island of Mustique, which has proved to be as much of a hideaway 
as Trafalgar Square is on a nice spring day. 

Prince Andrew, already dubbed Randy Andy, has been subjected 
to a ruthless exposure campaign by the so-called popular press of 
Fleet Street and other tabloid newspapers that be must have cursed 
the moment be decided to take that much-earned holiday in Musti- 
que which, incidentally, has been the favorite island retreat of bis 
auntie Margaret and her musician boyfriend. 

The Fleet Street tabloids claim that the royal family members are 
excellent copy and anything they do, even privately, is fit for publica- 
tion.

He deserved a quiet rest 
which, unfortunately, has been rudely denied.

Rogers plan implies major shift in West’s military doctrine

BRUSSELS - 

A call by NATO’s top soldier for “no early use” 
of nuclear weapons has caused uneasiness among 
some Europeans at the alliance’s headquarters. 
Gen. Bernard Rogers wants to exploit the West’s 
high technology in conventional arms to lessen pre- 
sent dependence on tactical nuclear weapons to 
stop a Soviet overland attack. 

The U.S. general, commander in chief of NATO 
forces in Europe, has suggested in speeches and 
press conferences that deployment of new 
precision-guided weapons could help reduce 
NATO's stockpile of 6,000 -battlefield and short- 
range “nukesT’. 

But his proposals, implying a significant shift in 
the West’s military doctrine, have neither been 
tabled officially so far nor discussed by the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization's political and milit- 
ary leaders, diplomatic sources said. 

They reported annoyance among some Euro- 
pean officials that Gen. Rogers had opened the 
debate in public before consulting other members 
of the 16- nation alliaQce.Some diplomats suspect 
he may be engaged in an arm-twisting exercise on 
behalf of Washington to push West European gov- 
ernments into spending more on conventional 
defense. 


Under a 15-year-old doctrine of “flexible 
response,” the West holds tbe option of responding 
“appropriately” to a conventional attack in 
Europe. This could mean the first use of nuclear 
weapons if there appeared to be no other way of 
deflecting an overwhelming Soviet ground assault. 

Tbe Rogers plan is based on the proposition that 
NATO is lagging behind in conventional arms in 
Europe, making it more likely that it may be forced 
into using nuclear arms even in the first stages of a 
European conflict. More spending on sophisticated 
conventional arms would lessen this risk and could 
even enable NATO to retire some of tbe battlefield 
nuclear weapons now in place -in Europe, .Gen. 
Rogers argues. _ ’'•-'-a 

NATO -officials who are less than enthusiastic 
about the Rogers plan voice the following reserva- 
tions: *' 

— It would involve striking fast and hard deep 
into Warsaw Pact territory, a concept alien to tbe 
current doctrine which is based mostly on defense 
of allied territory. 

— It implies yielding ground initially instead of 
possibly halting an armored Soviet thrust with a 
nuclear shot. 

— Although it goes some way toward answering 
the fears of anti-nuclear campaigners, it runs the 
risk that misinformed public opinion might con- 
clude wrongly that all nuclear weapons could be 


dismantled. 

— It would demand an extra effort from NATO 
countries in building up conventional arms, a goal 
that is probably unrealistic because of economic 
recession. 

The Rogers plan follows a decision at a NATO 
summit in Bonn last June to pay special attention to 
strengthening conventional forces and to take full 
advantage of emerging technology. NATO dip- 
lomats say the proposals will force the alliance to r 
reassess some of its long-established theories, a 
review likely to take most of next year. Tbe allied

Bolivia keeps up S. American trend toward civilian rule

LA PAZ (Bolivia) — 
The return to civilian rule in Bolivia has evened 
the division between military and civilian govern- 
ments in South America and brought optimism that 
the trend toward non- military rule will continue. 

With the inauguration this month of President 
Hernan Sfles Zuazo in Bolivia after almost 20 years 
of military dictatorship, six of South America's 12 
independent republics have democratically elected 
leaders. They are Bolivia, Colombia, Venezuela, 
Peru, Ecuador and Guyana. Still under military rule 
are Brazil, Argentina, Chile, Paraguay. Uruguay 


and^ Surinam.. 


lowever, the balance could shift back to military 
control at any time. South American armed forces 
many times have tossed out constitutions and taken 
over when they did not like the way constitutions 
and taken over when they did not like the way 
civilians were running things. In Bolivia’s case, the 
opposite occurred. The armed forces concluded 
they were unable to manage the nation, engulfed in 
its worst economic crisis ever, and asked civilians to 
try to straighten things out. 

Tbe democratically elected presidents of Colom- 
bia, Peru and Ecuador were special guests at Siles 
Zuazo' s swearing-in. Right after the 69-year-old 
lawyer took tbe oath of office, the visiting civilian 
chief executives locked arms with him and strolled, 
beaming, out of the Bolivian congress into a cheer- 
ing crowd. 

The American ambassador to Bolivia, Edwin G. 
Corr, who earlier served in Peru and Ecuador while 
they were making transitions to civilian rule, told an 
interviewer, “one of tbe most notable things about 
democratic forces in Latin America has been not 
their failures but their persistence.” “I believe the 
success in Bolivia is part of a general trend through 
which democracy will finally and firmly be estab- 


lished in this hemisphere,” the ambassador said. 

Some of the remaining military regimes in Latin 
America seem to be going along with the back-to- 
tbe-bairacks movement They have promised in tbe 
immediate future to let elected civilian politicians 
run overall governmental affairs with the generals 
and admirals returning to their constitutional tasks 
of defense and security matters. 

Brazil, which comprises half of the continent 9 s 
area and population and has been under military 
rule since 1964, will hold elections next month for 
all offices except president and vice president. Pres- 
ident Joao Figueiredo, a retired general whose term 
goes until 1985, bas pledged to turn tbe nation “into 
a democracy.” 

The officials elected in this year’s voting will form 
the electoral college that will pick Figueiredo’ s suc- 
cessor. Politicians in Brazil are saying the next pres- 
ident could be a civilian and military chiefs do not 
publicly dispute the point. 

Argentina, tbe continent 9 s second largest country 
and under military rule since 1 976, has announced a 
return to civilian rule by 1984. Tbe Falkland Islands 
war with Britain, in which more than 750 Argentine 
men were killed and no territory was gained, turned 
public opinion sharply against the armed forces and 
pressured them into drawing up a timetable for 
stepping down. 

Uruguay, once Latin America's -most demo- 
cratic country but under miUtaiy control since 
1973, is to return to civilian government in 1985. 
Elections, under armed forces approval, are 
scheduled for next month within the three principal 
political parties. Despite this demilitarizing ten- 
dency, civilian presidents in Latin America are 
aware that extreme policies on their part could 
result in the overnight return of uniformed dictators 
to tbe government palace. 


Sfles Zuazo has told his enthusiastic followers in 
Bolivia “not to boo the armed forces,” no matter 
how much they may have despised the departed 
military regime. Gen. Julio Bonelli, the commander 
of Uruguay’s second army, already has 
“demanded” that tbe military-run National Sec- 
urity Council has some sort of watchdog role in that 
country’s future democracy. 

President Belaunde of Peru cautioned in La Paz, 
“it is in tbe interest of tbe entire continent to rein- 
force centrist positions.” This was seen as a word of 
warning to civilian leaders throughout South 
America. 

Ecuador’s civilian president, Osvaldo Hurtado, 
said during tbe Bolivian inauguration festivities that 
in South America, where financial difficulties affect 
nearly everyone, “economic problems are tbe prin- 
cipal adversary of democracy.” 

Bolivia's outgoing military president, Gen. 
Guido Vi] do so, said’ before surrendering office to 
Siles Zuazo that tbe frequent military takeovers in 
South America occur “because of fragile political 
institutions.” He urged a “genuine reconciliation” 
between civilians and tbe military. Three South 
American countries offer few short-term prospects 
of a return to civilian rule: Chile, Paraguay and 
Surinam. 

Gen. Augusto Pinochet, tbe right-wing president 
of Chile who overthrew Marxist civilian leader Sal- 
vador Aliende nine years ago, is to remain in office 
until 1989. In a land where virtually all political 
activity is illegal, tbe gray: uniformed general has 
made it known he might continue as president until 
1997. 

Paraguay’s anti- Communist president, Gen. 
Alfredo Stroessner, is South America’s longest last- 
ing ruler, having been in office since 1954. He plans 
to run for another term next year to take him 


through 1988. His victory is virtually certain under 
present rules. When key exiled opposition leaders 
tried a few weeks ago to return to the capital. Asun- 
cion, in a pro-democracy gesture, tbe Paraguayan 
armed forces wouldn't let them get off the plane. 

Surinam, formerly Clutch Guiana, became 
independent in 1975 and started out with a 
European- style parliamentary democracy . Now it is 
under military control and there have been no 
promises of elections. (AP) 


Paris revives memories of Algiers rebellion

PARIS - 

The French parliament will debate a controver- 
sial government draft law Tuesday which would 
rehabilitate army officers and government officials 
who took part in the 1961 Algiers rebellion, which 
threatened to plunge France into civil war. Tbe 
draft law, which would allow the former officers to 
be reintegrated in the armed forced reserve and 
would restore their pension rights as well as those of 
former government officials, has reawakened 
memories of one of the country’s most critical 
periods in recent history. 

First signs of a rift among Socialist members of 
parliament appeared last week. And Communist 
members, whose party shares in the ruling coalition, 
have indicated they will vote against or abstain if 
amendments they plan to introduce fail to go 
through. 

Gen. Raoul Salan, aged 85, and Gen. Edmnr ! 


Jouhaud, aged 77, among the four generals impris- 
oned for their part in the rebellion, are among 2,000 
former officers, government officials and police- 
men who would benefit under the new law. 

They were expelled from the army and civil ser- 
vice for their part in the rebellion against the De 
Gaulle government, after the general had said he 
was prepared to gram Algeria independence. At a 
cabinet meeting on Sept. 29 which approved the 
bill. President Francois Mitterrand said: "After 20 
years the nation can forgive.” 

Gen. Salan became a strong critic of Gen. De 
Gaulle's Algerian policies immediately on his recall 
to Paris seven months after the European settlers in 
Algeria, known as the “Reds Noir" revolted in 
1 958. The revolt ended the Fourth Republic and 
brought De Gaulle to power. 

In June. 196U. he was retired from the army and 
went to live in Algiers. But two months later, after

policy, he was recalled home and barred from 
returning to Algeria. Five months later he slipped 
across the Spanish border to Spain and resumed his 
contacts with tbe anti-GauDist Algerian exiles. In 
April, 1961, be eluded the Spanish police watch on 
his Madrid hotel and flew to Algiers to head the 
ill-fated generals’ revolt. 

For four days and nights, France lived through 
anguish with tbe government arming Parisians 
against a possible coup attempt before the rebellion 
was quelled. Gen. Salan was arrested in April, 
1962, tried by the state security court and impris- 
oned for life. He was given a presidential pardon in 
June, 1968, and released.

Nepal has to 
depend upon foreign aid not only for its 
development and social welfare projects but 
also for its infrastructure. 

To learn more about the kingdom's prob- 
Icnis. Arab News sent a set of questions to 
Ring Birendra. who graciously gave his ans- 
wers in detail.

^ {}. What arc Nepal's problems and how- 

should they be solved? 

A. 1 suppose, there hardly is a country in 
the world that has freed itself from problems. 
Nepal is no exception. A country that had 
lived in isolation for centuries, paradoxically, 
is » rich country struggling against poverty. 
Our problem lies in our inability to harness 
'■ ihe resources we have. As a least developed 
country, we arc being confronted with the 
problems of population explosion, on the one 
hand, and the difficulties to increase produc- 
i tion at least in the same scale tin the other. 

Subsequently, we have been at odds with the 
! necessity to provide the basic needs for our 
people who art prepared and willing to toil if 
we provide them with knowledge, skill, tools, 
technology and management. 

The success of our past efforts in some 
areas such as in the expansion and delivery of 
social services and in the creation of basic 
infrastructure has been encouraging. How- 
ever. the rising expectations of the people 
make our achievements inadequate. The flow 
^ of external assistance has contributed to our 
v past endeavors, though in the present con- 
text. worsening of the international economic 
situation gives rise to anxiety.

ing for a cause that is noble both for ourse- 
lves. the region and the world. The concept 
expresses a genuine desire of the Nepalese 
people to consolidate peace by 
institutionalizing it to pave way for develop- 
ment.

HAVANA (R) — Washington’s trade and 
financial embargo against Communist Cuba 
is turning Cubans into innovators and inven- 
tors to keep vital industry going. 

■■Necessity is the mother of invention.” 
said technician Guillermo Garcia as he 
laboriously tried to relhread an old screw 
manually to fk one of his machines. 

Foreign ^residents in Havana say Cubag 
mechanics can repair jusr about everything 
by cannibalizing spare pans or turning out 
makeshift components. An indication of their 
talent is that 30-vear-old American cars are 
still a common sight in Havana's streets. 

Cuba suffers from a shortage of hard cur- 
rency ami its ability to buy vital imports from 
the West is limited. The dire lack of spare 
parts in the country led to the creation six 
years ago of a National Association of 
Innovators and Rationalizers (AN1R) and 
the birth of a thriving spare-pans restoration 
industry. 

According to Verde OUvo, the Cuban 
armed forces magazine, experts and workers 
in general spend extra hours each day in 
■‘imaginative work” to tum out replacement 
parts to counter production problems “cre- 
ated cvciy instant as a consequence of the 
imperialist blockade.” 

The U.S. imposed its embargo in 1 962 fol- 
lowing the severing of relations with the gov- 
ernment of Fidel Castro. Officials here esti- 
mate that the embargo has since cost Cuba 
about £ 19 billion in lost business or financial 
opportunities and more expensive imports. 

This year alone, the estimated cost tor 
Cuba is about S2 billion. Although about SO 
percent of Cuba's trade is with Socialist coun- 
tries. Cuban leaders openly admit their 
nation is suffering from the consequences of 
the U.S. embargo. 

Last month Cuba officially asked its 
capitalist creditors to let it delay its loan 
repayments, complaining that its hard cur- 
rency reserves were low. It asked banks in 
France. Japan. Spain. West Germany and 
other nnn-Communisl nations to allow it to 
postpone payments on debts of $1.3 billion 
due between now and 1985 and to give it I U 
years to repay the loans. 

The request for negotiations on the 
rescheduling of the S i .3 billion, part of a total 
$3,5 billion that Kjvana owes in convertible 
currencies, follows a continuing slide in world 
prices of sugar. Cuba’s main dollar revenue 
earner. 

The Cuban proposal Tor rescheduling its 
medium and long-term external debt hinges 


on three main points: 

— Postponement of repayments of princi- 
pal due between now and 1 985 with 
rescheduled payments to be made over 10 
years including three years' grace. 

— Cuba will continue interest payments on 
all outstanding debts and honor letters of 
credit. 

— Short-term debts will not be affected 
provided short-term credit facilities continue 
to be made available to Cuba at existing 
levels. 

Diplomatic sources said representatives 
from France. Italy. Japan, Sweden and Spain 
were due in Havana later this month to work 
out the rescheduling program. 

The sources described the Cuban propose 
a Is as excessive and said their soundings indi- 
cated creditor banks might demand harder 
terms. They said Cuba's biggest creditors 
were Spain. France and Japan. "Argentina is 
also an important creditor but it's not clear 
how much Cuba owes it or if the Argentine 
loans are subject to rescheduling.” one dip- 
lomat said.

Koreans resent Japan's fingerprint rules

TOKYO (Rl — Ichiro Sato, the typical 
Tokyo man in the street, born and raised in 
Japan, has his fingerprints taken only if he 
falls into the hands of the law as a suspected 
criminal. 

His neighbor. Kim Chang Sam, also born 
and raised in japan, is automatically finger- 
printed as soon as he reaches the age of 1 6. 
Sato is a Japanese citizen. Kim is a Korean, 
one of hundreds of thousands of people 
here of Korean descent. Their parents or 
grandparents were among the two million 
Koreans brought to Japan, often by force, 
to work in mines and shipyards in the 
years of Japanese colonial rule of Korea 
which ended with Japan's defeat in World 
War II. 

This is one of many ways in which the 
Koreans, who form the majority of the 
700,1100 foreign residents in Japan, claim 
they are being discriminated against. The 
Korean Residents' Union in Japan (Min- 
dan) has often asked the government to 
scrap the regulations, which require all fore- 
igners staving in Japan for more than a year 
to have their fingerprints taken. 

Under imperial rule from Tokyo. 


Koreans were given Japanese citizenship 
whether they wanted it or not. A Mindan 
spokesman said: ” We used to be Japanese 
nationals and are now living the same way 
as Japanese. We are born in Japan and 
speak Japanese." 

Recently two foreign residents — one 
Korean and one American — went to court 
to challenge the fingerprint rules as a viola- 
tion of human rights. Both had earlier been 
indicted for refusing to have fingerprints 
taken. 

Ihe Interior Ministry’s Immigration 
Bureau says that since l yKO only 27 foreign 
residents out of 7i.MI.UU0 have refused to be 
fingerprinted. The penalties for refusal 
range up to one year's imprisonment or a 
fine of up to 20u.fiiM) yen ( $750). But the 
ministry declines to say how many people 
nave been charged or sentenced for refusing 
to do fingerprinted since the regulation was 
enacted in 1952. when Japan regained it< 
sovereignty after the postwar occupation. 

The fingerprints issue points up latest 
tensions between Korea and Japan vuhose 
roots lie far back in history. These tensions 
came ;u the surface recently when South 
Korea. !:ke other Asian countries, pro- 


tested against a revision of Japanese school 
textbooks which glossed over Japanese 
aggression and atrocities before and during 
World War II. 

Justice Minister Michio Sakata told parli- 
ament recently that it was impossible at pre- 
sent to suspend the fingerprint rules, which 
his ministry said were introduced to stop 
false registrations by illegal Korean immig- 
rants. 

But the ministry this month raised foam 
2 4 to In the age at which a foreign resident 
must first be fingerprinted and made 
renewal of registration necessary only 
every five years instead of every three. 
Ministry officials say many other countries, 
including South Korea, have similar rules 
for foreign residents. 

But Mindan says the Japanese govern- 
ment should remember the historical 
reasons for the presence of so many 
Koreans in Japan. "We Korean residents 
should he treated in a different manner 
from those foreigners who come to Japan 
simple for short-term business work." its 
spokesman said. "We wRI continue our 
long- sustained campaign to have the prac- 
tice abrogated.” he said. 
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Yokohama Port fights pollution

YOKOHAMAtR) — A battle against pol- 
lution and industrial sq ualor is being wage d i n 
this onetime fishing village which lost its 
innocence under Western pressure and grew 
to become Japan's greatest port. 

Prosperity came to Yokohama as the 
fishermen's thatched huts and surrounding 
rice fields were engulfed in a concrete deluge 
and a quiet coastline yielded to wharves from 
which Japanese exports go across the globe. 

But a price had to be paid. Polluted waves 
now wash against the jetties and chemicals 
swirl through the air over traffic- jammed 
streets. The municipal authorities are fighting 
back with a program of urban renewal that 
included the development of a "green belt", 
and more waste disposal plants. 

What amounts to a whole new town is 
going up in the northern part of Yokohama. 
In the port itself, high-speed railways are 
being built. A highway around the bay will be 
linked in 1985 by a bridge across the harbor 
mouthy becoming a major city artery at a cost 
of about S450 million. 

It was in Yokohama Bay that formerly iso- 
lated Japan was forced to enter the world of 
European and American Industrial Revolu- 
tion. Cmdr. Matthew Perry arrived from 
Macao in 1853 with the“U.S. expedition to 
Japan,” a 260-gun fleet readv to back his

request for the emperor to open Japan to the 
West because it lay on the trade route to 
China. 

The Illustrated Loudon News of that year 
said: "The opening of Japan has become a 
necessity which is recognized in the commer- 
cial adventure of all Christian nations. “The 
expedition goes to coerce the government of 
Japan into civilization, and if she will not 
consent to negotiate she is to be taught a 
lesson in humanity and be made to wheel into 
the ranks of civilized empires.” 

It didn't take long. An area described by 
Cmdr. Perry as carpeted with fresh and ten- 
der verdant trees on the hillsides, soon 
started the march of progress that led it to the 
bitter-sweet rewards of the 20th century. 

From receiving a handful of vessels in its 
first year of trading, Yokohama has 
expanded to become the largest port in Japan 
with 71,560 ships calling last year, 12.610 of 
them foreign- registered with the shoreline 
wharves handling 30 million tons of exports. 

Cmdr. Perry had it right when he wrote: 
"The people of Japan will not long remain 
behind the most successful manufacturing 
nations. The Japanese win enter as powerful 
competitors in the race for mechanical suc- 
cess in the future.” 

Immediate success eluded Yokohama, 
however, as visiting British officers played 


cricket and Americans bit baseballs on tbe 
bluff overlooking tbe vast harbor. Tbe grow- 
ing city reeled for a time under waves of 
disease, including a cholera epidemic that kil- 
led more than 18,000 people across Japan. 
But Yokohama showed remarkable resili- 
ence. 

By the turn of the century modem business 
life had arrived with build mgs going up and 
public health improving. Then at about noon 
on Sept. 1, 1923, one of tbe biggest earth- 
quakes ever experienced in Japan hit 
Yokohama, starting a fire which killed 
20.000 people and burned down 60,000 
houses. 

Yokohama had to be almost completely 
rebuilt, with the help of aid that cascaded in 
from the rest of Japan. But there was com- 
mercial misfortune to come. The vital silk 
trade declined and industrial investment 
moved to such ports as Kobe, Nagoya and 
Osaka. 

World War II brought another wave of 
suffering, with almost daily U.S. bombing of 
industrial areas. It was a crumbled city that 
saw American battleships pass by into Tokyo 
Bay to accept tbe Japanese surrender in 
1945. After the war much of tbe dry was 
taken over by the U.S. military — and on this 
foundation Yokohama climbed back to pros- 
perity.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I want my father, now 72, around for a long. 
| long time. I've been after 16m to get vaccinated against pneumococcal 
I pneumonia. But he stubbornly refuses. “I fed fine now/* he says, 
i “Why should I take tbe chance of possible complications from vacci- 
nation?” I asked his doctor about it. I was surprised when he agreed 
with my father. He advised against vaccination at this time. He said he 
didn 't believe in vaccinating healthy oldsters. How do yon feel about 
it? — Mr. Z. 

Dear Mr. Z~ I have not believed it was good practice to vaednate 
all elderly individuals. Much depends upon their present state of 
health. I think the decision of your father's doctor is supported by a 
recent notation in Geriatrics. It states that universal vaccination of 
healthy elderly against pneumonia is not advised by the American 
College of Physidans. It recommends that patients should be evalu- 
ated individually. However, it should be used in patients who face an 
increased risk of death because of severe anemia, chrome alcoholism, 
congestive heart failure, cirrhosis, diabetes, renal failure. Patients 
should also be told that vaccination doesn't eliminate all risk of 
pneumonia.

Dear Mrs. F.: If s difficult but it's possible to change for the better. 
As you say. it can be lifesaving by lessening the chances for another 
early heart attack. Leopards can't change their spots, but man can. if 
his life depends upon h. Studies have shown that man y men with 
former "Type A” tense personalities were able to change their daily 
behavior. These patients bad fewer heart attack recurrences than 
those who continued their former, stressful ways. Rearranging job 
and home behavior patterns is important. So is learning how to relax.

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — In an ingenious 
series of experiments, scientists in a Balti- 
more laboratory haw found a way to correct 
a hereditary detect in fruit flies so that the 
offspring of the defective, brown-eyed flies 
have normal, red eyes. 

The results, reported in the Oct. 22 edition 
of tbe research journal Science, have pro- 
found implications for the study of complex 
organisms including man. They also suggest a 
new approach to improving plant varieties by 
genetic engineering. 

The researchers — Allan C. Spradling and 
Gerald M. Rubin of the Carnegie Institution 
— point out, however, that the possibility of 
correcting a human hereditary defect by their 
method is still quite . remote. 

Tbe scientists attached the genes for nor- 
mal fruit fly eye color to so-called “jumping 
genes,” naturally occurring bits of genetic 
material that for unknown reasons spontane- 
ously move in and out of chromosomes. 
Chromosomes are the parts of a cell that 
direct an organism's growth and develop- 
ment. 

Tbe lab-joined genes were then injected 
Into the casings surrounding the embryos of 
defective, brown-eyed flies. As they do in 
nature, the “jumping genes' were able to 
attach themselves to tbe embryos' chromo- 
somes — carrying the eye color genes along 
with them. 

Tbe offspring of these flies carried the 
normal gene and their eyes were red. This 
was not the first time that laboratory scien- 
tists have succeeded in altering the heredity 
of a complex organism. 

A year ago, scientists in a number of 
laboratories began reporting that they ti3d 
successfully altered tbe genetic machinery of 
mice by injecting genes from other species 
into newly fertilized mouse egg cells. The 
experiments created a wave of excitement, 
but the results were not totally satisfactory. 

Thomas £. Wagner of Ohio University and 
Peter C. Hoppe of the Jackson Laboratory in 
Maine, for example, reported that their 
experiments could generate mice that pro- 
duced an important component of rabbit red 
blood cells. 

But the amounts produced were small. 
Wagner said in an interview recently. The 
technique did not ensure that the foreign 
genes would be inserted in the right place to 
work effectively. Whether an experimental 
mouse would actually make small amounts of 
the rabbit blood protein was a matter of luck. 

Scientists in several laboratories. Wagner 
said, are working on ways to control the 
experiment so that they can get functioning 
genes in tbe right place with f high degree of 
reliability.

NEW DELHI. Oct. IS (AFP) — France 
and India have signed an agreement for the 
supply i-vf 40 Mirage-2000 fighter aircraft fit- 
ted with the latest weapons systems including 
Exocet air- to- sea missiles, officials said here 
Monday. 

A comprehensive deal for the single -scat 
supersonic multirole aircraft was concluded 
here on Saturday . but officially confirmed by 
the Defense Ministry Monday. Deliveries of 
the aircraft would begin in October 1984. 
The last of the 40 Mirages would be handed 
over to the Indian Air Force by December 
I ^86. the officials said. 

Saturday's signing followed a deal worked 
out earlier this year under which India would 
buy 40 “ready- to- fly" Mirages and another 
i 20 to be assembled under iincensc. It was 
not immediately lot won if India would go 
ahead with the local production. During his 
visit here last week French Defense Minister 
Charles Hcrnu went to the Banglore factory 
of Hindustan Aeronautics where the Mirages 
would be built if the deal goes ahead.

The team 
will return after one year of intensive training 
while another team will stay in France until 
the supply was completed by 1986. the offi- 
cials said. India is 'also ordering from the 
French company a full combat simulator for 
training pilots here. 

The two countries have also agreed to con- 
tinue discussions through diplomatic chan- 
nels to resolve differences over the supply of 
enriched uranium for India' s Tarapur atomic 
power plant. French Foreign Ministry 
Secretary-General Francis Gutmann said. 

Speaking at the conclusion of a visit to 
India. Gutmann said both sides had acknow- 
ledged that these discussions should go on. 
The official, who had lengthy talks with 
Indian Foreign Secretary M. K. Rasgotra. 
said that beyond the uranium deal supplies 
and sale of French arms, the discussions 
covered East-West relations, the Middle 
East, the armaments race, as well as Euro- 
pean and African issues. 






Zuazo ready 
to expel Nazi 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (R) — Bolivian 
President Hernan Siies Zuazo was quoted as 
saving that convicted Nazi war criminal Klaus 
Altmann also known as Barbie would be 
expelled if France or West Germany pre- 
sented extradition requests for him. 

Newsweek magazine said Sites Zuazo made 
the comment when asked in an interview 
what action Bolivia would take if there were 
extradition demands for Altmann. under 
death sentence in France for World War 11 
crimes. “ We will expel him. He has partici- 
pated in processing cocaine in the past. We 
have no interest in preserving those who act 
contrary to the interests of the Bolivian peo- 
ple," Newsweek quoted the president as say- 
ing. 

Baibie was head of the Gestapo in Lyons, 
central France, during World War II and 
after the war was twice sentenced to death on 
charges of ordering 4,000 executions, 7,500 
deportations and 1 5,000 arrests. 

He tortured to death Jean Moulin, presi- 
dent of the National Resistance Council, and 
now regarded as France's leading war martyr.

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Americans explore ideas 
to kill Marxism-Leninism 


WASHINGTON. OcL 18 (AP) — A 
two-day conference opened Monday at the 
State Department to explore ways to 
implement President Ronald Reagan's call 
for a “crusade for freedom” in the Soviet 
Union and other Communist countries. 

The conference brings together scholars 
and other experts to exchange ideas on how 
to carry out Reagan's plan, announced four 
months ago. to hasten the demise of 
Marxism-Leninism through a ‘■political- 
propaganda offensive." 

Except for brief remarks by Secretary of 
State George Shultz and Undersecretary of 
State Lawrence Eagleburger, the delibera- 
tions are off-the-record. Among the speak- 
ers was Vladimir Bukovsky, a Soviet dissi- 
dent exile who now teaches at Standford 
University. 

A brief press statement said the “confer- 
ee nee on democratization in Communist 


countries" is a followup to Reagan's June 8 
speech to the British Parliament. In that 
speech, Reagan said the time has come for 
the West to join together in laying the 
groundwork for a campaign to foster demo- 
cracy in the Soviet LTnion and elsewhere. 

"In an ironic sense, Karl Marx was right," I 

Reagan said. “ We are witnessing today a 
great revolutionary crisis — a crisis where 
the demands of the economic order are con- 
flicting directly with those of the political 
order. But the crisis is happening not in the 
free, non- Marxist West but in the home of 
Marxism-Leninism, the Soviet Union." 

While saying the West must be cautious 
about forcing the pace of change, Reagan 
said that over the long term "the march of 
freedom and democracy... will leave 
Marxism-Leninism on the ash heap of his- 
tory as it has left other tyrannies which stifle 
freedom..." / 


Anne’s S. African stop causes row 


LONDON, Oct. 18 (API — British legis- 
lators argued over Princess Anne's decision 
to stop over in South Africa next Saturday at 
the start of her tour on behalf of the Save the 
Children Fund, a charity that aids chOdren in 
the Third World. The princess is president of 
the fund, founded in 1919, and is visiting 
Zimbabwe, Malawi, Kenya, Djibouti, 
Somalia and North Yemen. 

Buckingham Palace said that because Prin- 
cess Anne's aircraft is making a stopover in 
South Africa on its way to Swaziland, the 
princess asked to meet South African rep- 
resentatives of the fund during the 90-minute 
hall Sunday at Jan Smuts Airport, Johannes- 
burg. 

John Carlisle, Conservative lawmaker and 


secretary of his party’s Africa committee in 
the House of Commons, said: “I heartily 
applaud Princess Anne’s decision because 
children need saving in South Africa as much 
as they do in other parts of the world. Her 
visit will do an enormous amount of good and 
will encourage all the charitable institutions 
in South Africa." 

Robert Hughes, opposition Labor Party 
lawmaker and chairman of Britain’s Anti- 
Apartheid Movement opposing South Afri- 
can racial segregation, called the stopover 
"extremely stupid." Hughes’ colleague, 
Robert Cryer, said the princess “should steer 
dear of South Africa because it (her 
stopover) gives support and credence to the 
apartheid regime, and even she should know 
this." 
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Coalition crisis 
hits Mauritius 

PORT LOUIS, Mauritius, Oct. 18 (AFP! 
— A deep crisis is rocking the four-month- 
old left-wing coalition government of 
Mauritius and new legislative elections could 
be held before the end of the year. The paper 
of the main coalition partner, the Militant 
Mauritian Movement (MMM), Monday said 
that - the need for early general elections was 
raised” in ameetingoftheparty’sleadership. 

This was because of the “serious wrangling 
in the last few days" between the MMM and 
its junior partner, the Mauritian Socialist 
Party, notably over the government's 
economic policy, the paper said. A decision 
on possible general elections could be taken 
following the return to the Indian Ocean 
island later Monday of Prime Minister and 
MMM leader Anerood Jugnauth. 

Finance Minister Paul Berenger, a leading

‘“ this week will be fundamental for the gov- 
ernment. We have a choice between 
courageous and honest work and wrangling.

WFP okays

ROME. OcL 1 8 (AFP) — The 30-narion 
executive committee of the United Nations 
World Food Program (WFP) approved a $24 
million aid project over a four-year period for 
Vietnam on Friday, it was reliably learned 
here Monday. 

The project had already been presented to 
the WFP committee on three previous occa- 
sions. but had not been approved. The WFP 
committee meets twice annuaOy in Rome. 

The food is destined for the “most vulner- 
able pan of the Vietnamese population — 
children and old or sick people. 

It is the largest among aid projects to 15 
countries and worth a total of $182 million 
approved by the WFP com mi tree at its ses- 
sion. reliable sources said. 

A joint mission from the WFP, the Food 
and Agricultural Organization and the World 
Health Organization established recently 
that there was a serious nutritional defect in 
children of under three years of age and their 
mothers in Vietnam. The aid project will be 
developed over three sectors. 

Iranian Leyland 
to snap BL ties 

LONDON. Oct. 18 (R) — The state-run 
Iranian Leyland Motor Company (ILMC) 
will sever all remaining ties with its British 
parent company, British Leyland, from next 
March, the national news agency IRNA has 
reported. 

The agency, monitored by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, quoted the com- 
pany s head as saying a SI 5 million contract 
with British Leyland for the purchase of lorry 
engines and spare parts this year would be the 
last. 

All contact with British Leyland would be 
severed from March 21, 1983, and existing 
assembly plant facilities would be used to 
build buses, the agency said. The company 
was nationalized soon after Iran’s revolution 
in 1 979. It has since been trying to reduce its 
dependence on the British parent company.

Kuwaiti speculators taken for $50b ride 


KUWAIT, Oct. 18 (AFP) — A major 
scandal over unofficial stock market specu- 
lation and post-dated checks is due to come 
under the spotlight here shortly when a par- 
liamentary commission reports on a recent 
$50 billion financial crash in the country. 

The commission is due to give its opinion 
before the end of the week, while last week 
the state’s justice minister said that he was 
to ask Interpol to track down speculators 
who have fled abroad, and to investigate 
some 50 Kuwaiti bank accounts held over- 
seas. 

There axe also rumors here that some 1 0 
arrests are imminent among dealers most 
involved whose names are common know- 
ledge in Gulf financial circles. But the ques- 
tion that remains is who will pay for losses 
caused by the scandal. 

Since 1975. Kuwait has had an official- 
stock market on which 52 national shares 
are quoted. But during 1981 it became 
apparent that a clandestine market had 
been established in the Manakh Budding 
which lent its name to the operation. 

From November last year international 
experts warned Kuwaitis against the dan- 


gers of this arrangement, but with little 
effect as large numbers of ordinary, city 
dwellers and bedouin tribesmen were play- 
ing the Manakh Market. 

Hie market traded in large quantities of 
stock in some respectable Gulf companies 
not quoted on the official market, and in.a 
great many more less reputable firms. 
Ordinary people were attracted by dizzy 
gains of between 100 and 300 percent, the 
trick being the use of the post-dated check. 
Such checks are not recognized here, but 
they enabled speculators to gain immediate 
ownership of ‘ stock for which payment 
would theoretically be made six months, a 
year or 1 8 months later, hopefully after a 
profit had been made. 

For some months large checks passed 
from hand to hand, collecting up to a dozen 
signatures of endorsement as they went, but 
without being cashed. 

But the paper chain snapped one day in 
August last year when someone presented a 
30 million dinar ($1 million) check for 
payment before the post-date indicated, as 
be was entitled to do. The check bounced.

U.K. move to protect fishing waters 


LONDON. Oct. IS (AP) — Foreign fac- 
tory ships may be banned from tbe mackerel 
grounds off southwest England to stop deple- 
tion of stocks, Britain's ministry of agricul- 
ture and fisheries has said. 

A spokesman said a possible ban was one 
of several proposals for fisheries circulated 
within the industry some weeks ago, but 
Agriculture Minister Peter Walker “has not 
announced a decision yet." 

Press Association, the British domestic 
news agency, reported that Soviet-bloc 
freezer ships will be banned from the annual 
southwest coast ‘ mackerel catch that takes 
place in November. 

The ministry said the proposal is for a ban 
on factory ships from any country in tbe 
southwest. However, foreign ships have been 
licensed to operate in the mackerel grounds 


off the west coast of Scotland, where fishing is 
already under way. 

Factory ships from many countries operate 
as floating canneries in British waters, pur- 
chasing fish from any trawler that wants to 
sell its catch. Freezer ships are usually big 
trawlers that freeze their own catch and then 
sell it at borne or abroad. 

Last year, tbe government closed tbe mac- 
kerel season four weeks early because of 
fears that catch levels were depleting the 
stock. That action followed years of com- 
plaints by the 1,000 fishermen of Cornwall 
that the “invaders" were ruining their liveli- 
hood.

This rapidly reduced the bad debt total to 
about $9 billion to $1 2 bfllidn, but tbe gov- 
enment is still injecting hundreds of 
thousands of dollars daily to support the 
financial system which has collapsed so 
badly that checks of any son are now unus- 
able. 

Taipei to monitor 
exports of arms 

TAIPEI. Oct. 18 (CNA) — The govern- 
ment ofthe Republic of China will take a very 
deliberative attitude in considering arms 
sales to foreign countries, according to Chin- 
ese Defense Minister Soong Chang-chih. 

In principle, the locally- produced weapons 
can be exported. They will be treated on a 
case-by-case basis and wflf never be sold to 
Communist countries. Minister Soong stres- 
sed. Minister Soong made the explanation on 
the policy for arms sales while answering a 
question from legislator Mo Hsuan-yuan. 

Being a sensitive problem, the government 
of the Republic of China will take it as a 
special case. The sale will first be approved by 
the Chinese foreign ministry if it is possible, 
the military chief said.

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U.S. proposes N-S dialogue 


GfcNEVA, Oct. 18 (R) - The United 
Slates has proposed North- South negotia- 
tions to eliminate the tariff concessions the 
developing countries now enjoy in trade with 
t he industrialized world, trade diplomats said 
here Monday. 

The plan calls for higher tariffs in 
developed countries for goods from fast- 
growing Third World states like Brazil and 
Taiwan, and at the same time lower trade 
barriers in developing countries for imports 
from industrialized countries, they told 
Reuters. 3 

The United States made the pruposal for- 
mally last week at a closed-door meeting pre- 
pafrng for a conference here next month of 
trade ministers from the 87 members of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), they said. 

The proposal, which W ashington hopes the 
November meeting will approve, has alreadv 
been widely criticized as one-sided by Third 
World states who learned of it during consul- 
tations with U.S. officials in dozens of 
developing countries this year. 

In the U.S. view, the rapidly-developing 
Third World states - the so-called ncwlv 
industrialized countries (NICS) — have 
become mature competitors in certain sectors 
and no longer derserve some of the trade 
concessions granted them when their indus- 


tries were in their infancy. 

Tile U.S. says they should be graduated out 
of i he generalized system of preferences 
(GSP). a system of low or zero tariffs 
developed states have conceded to Ihe Third 
Work! since 1 970. and pay tariffs somewhere 
between the GSP level and the rate paid by 
industrialized countries. Poorer countries 
would continue trading under GSP tariffs. 

In bilateral negotiations the NIC'S would 
be under pressure to lower their often pro- 
hibitively high import barriers and open their 
markets wider to goods from the industrial- 
ized world. 

The proposal said “developed countries 
have a strong desire to expand their trade 
with developing countries, which represent 
their largest growth market, but arc 
experiencing growing frustration with the 
import barriers."

ABU DHABI. Oct. 1S(R) — Oman hopes 
to increase its oil output by nearly 1 0 percent 
next year to help offset the effect of unexpec- 
tedly low oil prices on development prog- 
rams. according to Western oil industry 
sources in the Gulf. 

They said the aim was to bring production 
closer to 360,000 barrels per day (bpd) from 
current levels of between 320,000 and 
330.000 bpd. The current five-year plan had 
been based on an oil price averaging about 
$39 a barrel in 1981 and rising about five 
percent a year, they added. Current prices are 
around $34. 

Oil industry sources in Muscat, Oman, said 
any extra output in the near future would 
come from the new Rima Field in the south 
which they said should reach peak output of 
around 45,000 bpd next year. 

The crude from Rima is lighter than must 
of the 1 00,000 bpd coming from southern 
fields and would help Oman attain its goal of 
keeping low the average gravity of its overall 
production. 

The sources said Petroleum Development 
Oman, the Omani production company 
which is managed by a subsidiary of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group, was looking for more 
light crude around the Rima Field. 

Oman's first oil refinery, with maximum 
capacity of 50.000 bpd, comes on stream next 
month. The sources in Muscat said it would 
probably operate at about 40.000 bpd, 
enough to meet in full Oman's requirements 
of petrol and other products, previously sup- 
plied from the upper Gulf. 

They said the refinery, near Muscat, would 
have surplus kerosine to mix wirh and 
improve some 20,000 bpd of residual fueloil, 
which would be exported.

Dollar rates chalk up gains

JEDDAH. Ocl. IS — The European 
markets saw the American dollar stronger 
on Ihe exchanges, despite some moderate 
fluctuation on the Eurodollar deposit front. 
There was no major factor to explain this 
apparent shift in the dollar's fortunes con- 
sidering that it had fallen on the Friday- 
night New York markets. Poland and its 
troubled labor relations situation continues 
to be a dominant reason fur the flow- of 
funds into the dollar creating demand for 
that currency on the exchanges despite falls 
in Eurodollar interest rates. The big rise in 
the U.S. money supply figures of around 
$6.9 billion for the last reporting week 
could have also left some people uneasy on 
just how- far the Federal Reserve Board was 
going to go in ignoring such large increases. 
Official pronouncement out of the U.S. 
seems to indicate that the" Fed" is willing to 
suck to its policy of discounting such large 
money supply rises in its analysis of monet- 
ary demand management of the economy. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices were reasonably stable despite some 
early profit- taking in' Zurich and London 
that pushed gold prices down io 5426 an 
ounce from $428 and silver from S9.65 to 
$9.56 an ounce. But the bullion markets are 
somewhat worried that the year-end could 
very well see further dumping of gold onto 
the markets by the Russians in order to find 
the necessary hard currency to meet their

American wheat grain export quotas to the 
USSR. This could put gold prices once 
again under pressure as happened only a 
few months ago. 

The local markets saw imore activity 
Monday with the opening of the European 
markets.

In the shorter periods the week-fixed 
rival fluctuated around 9 l -z - 10 Yz percent 
with quotes remaining wide all day. The

Two 50,000- ton 
ships were fixed at 1 5.75 per ton, 5U cents up 
on last week. 

But in a general decline of the market, this 
rale later slipped back to 25 cents below last 
week's levels, at $15.00 per ton. 


LONDON, (API — Workers in Britain's 
water industry staged their first national 
strike Monday to back de.. tands for a 15- 
percent pay raise.

The 29.000 
manual workers from three different unions 
agreed to provide emergency service to ensure 
that health and safety were not endangered. 

JAKARTA, (AFP) — An Iraqi trade mis- 
sion has arrived here for talks with 
Indonesian officials on ways of expanding 
trade between the two countries. The mission 
which flew in Sunday will also investigate the 
prospects for Iraqi exports to Indonesia, a 
trade ministry spokesman said. 

N£ W DELHI, (R) — India could become 
the granary of the world if its land and water 
resources were property exploited, according 
to Agriculture Minister Rao Birendra Singh. 
He said 55 percent of the country's land area 
of 320 million hectares (790 million acres) 
was already under cultivation but only 23 
percent had enough water.

Union itching for showdown with Thatcher 


LONDON. Oct. 1 8 ( R) - The left-wing 
leader of Britain's 200.000 coalminers is 
preparing the ground for a si rike which, if it 
goes, ahead, could have wider political 
repercussions than immediate economic 
impact on the nation. 

A strike would pit the miners' militam 
leader Arthur Scargill against right-wing 
Conservative Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher in a trial of strength that could 
make or break them. 

Scargill — “King Arthur' to his men — 
makes no secret Chat he wants to use the 
muscle of the miners to bring down Mrs. 
Thatcher and restore the working-class 
Labor Party to power. 

If the miners strike and deal a blow to 
hopes of economic recovery after a pro- 
longed recession, it could force Mrs. 
Thatcher to call an early election, as hap- 
pened in 1974 when the union took on the 
Conservative government of Edward Heath 


in what became known as the winter of dis- 
content. 

.The miners struck in that winter, severely- 
disrupting power supplies and industry. 
Heath went to the electorate to demand 
■who runs the country: the government or 
the unions - . 1 ' but failed to win enough sup- 
port. 

Scargill is pressing a 3 1 percent pay claim. 
Earlier this month his National Union of 
Mineworkers (NUM) rejected an 8.5 per- 
cent offer from the National Coal Board 
imposed an overtime ban. The miners at 1 97 
pits in England. Scotland and Wales will 
cast their ballots on Oct. 28 and 29. Scargill 
is confident they will give him the required 
55 percent to authorize a strike if necessary 
to force a better offer out of the board, 
which runs the nationalized indust ty. 

But the miners are already the best- paid 
manual workers in Britain. Coalface miners 
average 168 sterling (S285) a week and sur- 


face workers 140 sterling ($23 8) 

And there are signs that Scargill might 
jjflt be able to impose rube. mem- 

bership and the strike vote ts'h o foregone 
conclusion. Some pits are unhappy about 
the overtime ban, which takes 40 sterling 
(S68) a week out of the biggest pay packets. 

Six pits m Dirham voted the overtime ban 
down. ' We will follow commonsense lead- 
ership but not a dictatorship,’ declared 
branch executive Ernest Taylor. 

Mrs. Thatcher is well aware of the risks of 
a confrontation wirh ScargilPs men. She 
takes pride in her reputation as the 'iron 
lady' and would not want to be seen backing 
down to them. She feels strongly that a big 
pay rise to ‘buy" peace with the miners 
would undermine her fight to bring down 
inflation, now trimmed from 22 percent in 
May 1 980 to just over 7 percent largely as a 
result of harsh curbs on public spending.

Extremists continue Soviet move 


bombings in Spain on weapons 


MADRID. Oct. 18 (AFP) — Eleven 
bombs bave exploded in Spain during the 
past 48 hours as Basques, leftist and extreme 
right-wing extremists appear to be stepping 
up their campaign to wreck the upcoming 
general elections. 

Police said there was little doubt that the 
various bombings were the work of members 
of the Basque separatist organization, the 
MHitary-ETA. the anti-fascist Resistance 
Group of Oct. I (GRAPO). and right-wing 
extremists from various movements. 


In the Basque country, an explosion dam- 
aged property belonging to the Iberduero 
Company which is handling construction of 
Lemoniz nuclear power station 1 5 kilometers 
from Bilbao. The company is a regular target 
of ETA terrorist attacks. Sunday another 
bomb went off at the civil guard barracks in 
Arroniz. in the Basque province of Navarra. 

The headquarters of the Socialist Worker s 
Party (PSOE) which is tipped to win the elec- 
tions. was blown up in Logrono. adjoining the 
Basque region, in an attack attributed to the 
extreme right The right has warned that h 
will do everything in its power to prevent the 
Socialists from coming to power in Spam, 

Bombs aimed at various official organiza- 
tions in Madrid, Barcelona. Valencia. Gijoa. 
Oviedo, and Vigo have been blamed on 
GRAPO. whose militants claimed responsi- 
bility for a series of 20 blasts last September. 
The Military- ETA has already made clear 
that it does not like the PSOE's centralist 
electoral platform and that a Socialist victory 
in the elections will not mean a halt to Basque 


terrorism. 

The GRAPO. last Thursday, reiterated an 
appeal for an "active boycott of the electoral 
farce.” and urged its supporters to step up the 
"anti-fascist guerrilla" struggle. Although 
the GRAPO calls itself extreme-leftist, 
police suspect it may be manipulated by the 
extreme-right, which would like to prevent 
the elections taking place. 

The various political leaders now cam- 
paigning across the country bave condemned 
the violence but without exaggerating its 
importance. The parties are doing their best 
to win over the 40 percent of the electorate 
still undecided in the pods. But the Socialists 
say there is a risk of a pro-conservative swing 
by voters if the bombings continue and if "too 
much" publicity is given to political violence. 

Newspapers reported Monday' that two 
lieutenant colonels had been placed under 
house arrest in the northern town of 
Saragossa, apparently in connection with an 
alleged coup plot which the government said 
had been foiled earlier this month. Three 
artillery colonels have been charged in Mad- 
rid with conspiring to stage a military rebel- 
lion. 

The government has said the alleged plans 
for a military takeover on the eve of the elec- 
tions provided for a series of attacks to stir 
unrest in the run-up to the poll. The official 
army bulletin announced that Maj. Ricardo 
Saenz de Ynestrillas. sentenced in 1 979 to six 
months in jail for plotting a coup, had been 
appointed to a remote post in the Canary 
Islands and was being transferred from Mad- 
rid. 


Socialists gain in Greece 


ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 1 8 ( AP) — Social- 
ist candidates won a sweeping victory in pro- 
vincial towns in Greece's Jocal elections on 
Sunday, but lost ground' in major cities.* 
according to returns coming in Monday. 

With around 90 percent of the vote 
eounted, the Socialists elected mayors in 40 
towns throughout Greece which traditionally 
voted for Conservatives. 

“This may be the first time in Greece's 
modern history that the Greek people have 
expressed their support for the government 
in local elections.” Socialist Premier Andreas 
Papandreou said in a statement. 

But in Athens, Socialist incumbent Dimitri 
Beis failed to win an overall majority, taking 
only 38.3 percent of the vote to 37.9 percent 
for Conservative Tzannis Tzannetakis, a 
former cabinet minister. 

[ The Communist vote, which rose to 18.5 
percent in the capital, will prove decisive in 
jnext Sunday's run-off election between Beis 
.and Tzannetakis. 

j Run-off contests between Socialists and 
Conservatives will also be held next weekend 
3n the northern city of Salonica and in 
'Athens' port of Piraeus, where right-winger 


Aristides Skylitsis who served as mayor dur- 
ing Greece's military dictatorship led Social- 
ist deputy Yannis Papaspyrou with 42 per- 
cent to 36.6 percenL 

The Socialists won overall victories in 84 
provincial cities and small towns, while Con- 
servatives took 29 towns and the Commun- 
ists seven. Run-off elections will be held next 
Sunday in more than 100 towns and cities 
with populations over 5,000, the Interior 
Ministry said. 

Although the campaign was fought on local 
issues like transport, garbage collection, 
traffic problems and industrial pollution, the 
results were widely regarded as a test of the 
Socialist government's performance in its 
first year of office. 

In last October’ s general election Papan- 
dreou' s Panhellenic Socialist Movement won 
48 percent of the vote to 35 percent for New 
Democracy and 1 1 percent for the Moscow- 
line communism. 

Political observers said the Socialists' 
overall percentage of the vote appeared to 
have dropped by comparison with last year. 
They said that Communist support had 
helped Socialist candidates to victory-

BRUSSELS, Oct. 1 8 (R) — Washington’s 
arms control and disarmament director. 
Eugene Rostow. said Monday he did not 
expect any Soviet initiative until the last 
moment at the Geneva talks on reducing 
European-based, medium-range nuclear 
weapons. "We should not expect any move- 
ment until five minutes before deployment of 
NATO’s Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles is 
scheduled. It happened before in SALT-1 
(Strategic Arms Limitation Talks) in 1967.” 
he told a news conference. 

The first weapons of a total 572 missiles 
planned for Western Europe are scheduled to 
be deployed in Britain and West Germany 
during the last quarter of 1 983. 

Rostow, head of the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency, is in Europe for 
regular consultations at political level on 
arms control. He said the allies in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
should prepare calmly and not expect a signif- 
icant Soviet move until then, although an ear- 
lier one would be welcome. 

Ten months of serious negotiations had 
shown solutions based on the principle of 
deterrence were possible, although it was not 
clear whether Moscow was interested in this, 
he said. "Thus for it has reiterated with some 
vehemence the proposal with which it started 
— that h could retain its potential for nudear 
blackmail, namely tbat the United States 
could have no intermediate-range nuclear 
forces in Europe while the Soviet Union 
could keep its entire arsenal of such forces 
threatening Europe, and perhaps even 
enlarge it*’ he said. 

Rostow is visiting the capitals of the five 
countries due to start siting the 572 missiles if 
agreement is not reached in Geneva to forgo 
deployment in return for Moscow dismantl- 
ing all its SS-4. SS-5 and SS-20 missiles. 


One Sikh killed 


in Indian firing 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 1 8 (AFP) - One per- 
son was killed and an unknown number of 
others were injured when police fired on a 
crowd of Sikhs demonstrating in the town of 
Amritsar in Punjab state Monday, the Press 
Trust of India news agency reported. PTI said 
several policemen were also injured in a 
pitched battle with the Sikhs. There were also 
reports of looting and arson in several 
localities. 

Four persons were shot dead last week 
when police opened fire on thousands of 
Sikhs during a mass demonstration outside 
the parliament building. The Sikhs were 
demanding a special inquiry into the deaths 
of 31 of their political workers killed when a 
train crashed into a bus taking them to jail. 

In recent weeks Sikhs have been stepping 
up demands for increased autonomy for their 
state in northern India. Police have been on 
maximum alert in the state after riots in jails 
by Sikhs who had deliberately got themselves 
arrested to fill the prisons as pan of their 


protest action. 


Top agency spied 
on U.S. business 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 8 (R) — The top 
secret U.S. National Security Agency (NSA) 
has spied regularly on confidential messages 
by private businesses, according to an unpub- 
lished congressional report. 

The report by a House of Representatives 
Subcommittee on government operations 
cited examples of electronic eavesdropping 
on businesses and referred to a "commercial 
monitoring program” conducted by NSA. 
which it said was apparently very broad in 
scope. 

It said the agency, responsible for devising 
and breaking codes and intercepting elec- 
tronic messages, posed "a very significant 
threat to the privacy of American citizens.” 
NSA had no immediate comment on the 
report, which was completed in late 1 977 but 
according to congressional sources was 
deemed too controversial to be made public. 
A copy was obtained by Reuters from a pri- 
vate source. 

The report’s main author. Robert Fink, 
said in au interview that he believed its con- 
clusions remain valid today. It came to ligh t 
after publication last month of a book on 
NSA, The Puzzle Palace by James Bamford. 
which says the agency intercepts most com- 
mercial communications beamed by satellite 
to and from the United States. 


Peking admits jet loss 


PEKING, Oct. 1 8 (R) — Communist 
China acknowledged Monday that it lost con- 
tact with a military plane on Saturday, the day 
South Korea says a Chinese Air Force pilot 
defected with his MiG- 1 9 fighter. In a terse 
statement in response to reporters’ questions, 
the Foreign Ministry said: "On On. 16, one 
of our military aircraft lost contact with us 
while on a training flight over the seas.’’ No 
details were given. 

A spokesman for the U.S.-South Korean 
combined forces command said in Seoul 
Sunday that the 25-year-old pilot was inter- 
cepted by South Korean planes as he 
approached the country’s airspace. Pursuing 
Chinese aircraft then turned back, the 
spokesman said.

ANKARA. Oct. 1 8 (R) — The trial beg3n 
here Monday of 574 alleged militants of the 
prominent left-wing underground organiza- 
tion Dev-Yol (revolutionary way), charged 
with trying to overthrow the state by force. 

The military prosecutor has demanded 
death sentences for 1 86 of the accused and 
prison terms ranging from three to 1 5 years 
for the others. They are accused of more than 
300 murders and attempted killings, assaults, 
robberies and arson before the 1 980 military 
takeover. 

Dev-Yol was one of the biggest illegal lef- 
tist groups before the coup and was held 
responsible for much of the daily violence at 
that time. Early last year police said security 
forces had smashed the organization, captur- 
ing more than 200 persons. 

Monday 1 s hearing was attended by a group 
of West German lawyers as observers. The 
trial .which began with an identification check 


of the accused, is expected to last months: Two 
similar mass trials began last year, one in the . 
eastern city of Erzerum of another 540 . 
alleged Dev-Yol militants, the othermlsfon- ~ 
bul of more than 400 alleged members of a 1 
similar group.

PARIS, Oct. 18 (Agencies) — Former 
French Prime Minister Pierre Mendes- 
France, who extricated France from its colo- 
nial war in Indochina, died Monday, French 
television reported. 

An elder statesman of the French left and 
one of the most powerful figures of the 
Fourth Republic, Mendes-France was 75. A 
puritanical, beetle-browed lawyer, his for- 
midable political energy once prompted the 
late U.S. Secretary of State John Foster Dul- 
les to call him "France's superman.” 

His active political career came to an end in 
1 969 when he was the running mate of Gas- 
ton Deffeore who campaigned unsuccessfully 
for the presidency against President Charles 
de Gaulle. He was prime minister and foreign 
minister from June 1954 till February 1955. 

His great achievement was to negotiate at 
Geneva the end of the Franco- Indochinese 


War. At the ' age of 20, Mendes-France 
became the youngest lawyer in France; at the 
age of 25 he was bis country’s' youngest 
member of parliament; and at 31 its youngest 
junior minister. PMF, as he was know to 
.friends and journalists, was bom on Jan. 11, 
1907.

China missile has new motor system 


PEKING. Oct. 1 8 (AFP) — The missile 
fired recently by a submerged Communist 
Chinese submarine bad a newly developed 
motor, fuel and guidance system, the Com- 
munist Party newspaper People *s Dafy 
reported Monday. 

The test, conducted between OcL 7 and 1 6 
off the Chinese coast moved China into the 
small group of countries — the United States, 
the Soviet Union. France and Britain — 
which have developed this type of missile. 
The Undersea-Launched Ballistic Missile 
(SLBM) was probably fired from a zone off 
Dalian in northeast China, foreign specialists 
said. 

Chinese press reports have not given either 
the date or the location from which the mis- 
sile was launched. They simply said that the 


missile reached its target in an area 35 nauti- 
cal miles radius about 300 kilometers north 
of Taiwan and about 100 kilometers east of. 
die Zhejiang province coast 

The new fuel referred to by The People ’s 
Doify is ofthe solid type and not liquid Hketbe r 
fuel used in previous Chinese ballistic missile, 
the specialists said. 

The SLBM is designed to be canied by 

nuclear-powered submarines which in effect • 
are hard-to-detect mobile missile launching 
pads. The specialists said the Chinese missile 
could have been fired from a conventional 
submarine in order to minimize any risk in 
the e vent of an explosion. The Chinese Navy 
has at least one nuclear-powered missile
